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DETAILED ACTION 



3. Information Disclosure Statement (IDS): 

Supplemental IDS filed on Dec. 31, 2003 has not been considered because the 
IDS does not comply with 37 C.F.R. § 1 .97(e) (1 ) . 

The 37 C.F.R. § 1.97(e) (1) states: " (1) That each item of information 
contained in the information disclosure statement was first cited in any communication 
from a foreign patent office in a counterpart foreign application not more than three 
months prior to the filing of the information disclosure statement". 

Clearly, the Supplemental IDS cites only part of the statement of 37 C.F.R. § 
1.97(e)(1). As a result it fails to comply with 37 C.F.R. § 1.97(e)(1).
